Applicant's arguments stating that the adhesive of Huano does not disclose a collapsible spacer and that Huan a teaches away 
from the "placing" and "releasablv clamping" steps are not persuasive. An adhesive is collapsible or compress ible bv nature. 
both before and after it is cured or dried: and since it occupies space, it is also a spacer. Both Huang and W eber disclose 
placing the substrate on a surface of a lower mold with moldino material between either the heat sink and the lowe r die or the 
substrate and the lower die.
